Building to Success 

Technology department covered many aspects ot modern 
life. Communication sy stems prepared students for other 
technology classes by having them make smaller projects. 
“We have made projects such as bottle rockets," said Tom 
l fobson, a communication systems student. They also made 
small cars out of metal. 

In drafting, students learned about floor plans and 
designing. They did isometric and three dimensional draw- 
ings. They also designed an egg drop. “Drafting teaches you 
a lot about what goes into designing, and how things are 
created." said Lindsay Musch. Computer drafting was for 
more advanced drafting students. 

Woods. Building Trades, and Welding were other 
parts of technology. Woods used all kinds of tools. They used 
portable electric tools and hand tools. They practiced refin- 
ishing and wood joinery by making picnic tables. Welding 
practiced arc welding and forming joints. They practiced 
vertical welding joints, lap joints, and tee joints. 

Building Trades taught home building. Students in- 
volved in Building Trades had a job site in Valley View 
Estates. 

Jasper County RE-lMC gave the Building Trade Program 
a loan for $75,000 to get started on building the house in Valley 
View Estates. This house had a GEO Thermal heating system. 
This heating system was the most economical way for heating 
the house. The walls were built with 2 x 6's of blown insulation. 
The house had 1550 square feet with a two and a half car 
garage. It had three bedrooms and two full baths. The only 
appliances that were supplied were the dishwasher and a 
ventless gas fireplace. This one floor Ranch style house went 
on the market for $ 1 19,500. 

“You have to work out problems. You have to work 
together and agree or nothing will get done. I plan on going 
into construction. I enjoyed the work, and working with my 
hands, it was a great feeling being able to see what you have 
accomplished." commented Joseph R. Coffer who had a 
sense of pride and accomplishment after finishing the work 
needed to learn the trade on this house. 

This is the second house that the technology class has 
built during its four year program. Design for the back deck 
was completed by the Computer drafting class and landscap- 
ing was done by the Landscaping Management class. This 
represented “An overveiw of all phases of Residential 
Contruction," said Mr. Mulvihill.

Physical education was a chance to run and have 
a good time. This course included several team and 
individual activities such as tennis, golf, swimming, 
badminton, volleyball, basketball, tumbling and flag 
football. An emphasis was placed on participation 
rather than skill level because gym teachers realized 
that all students could not do all the skills. 

Also written tests over rules of the different activi- 
ties were completed, "I like gym because 1 like trying 
the new skills that we learn about certain sports,” 
said Rebecca Lambert. 

This course also included six weeks of swim- 
ming. Students were tested on their quickness and 
ability to swim. At the end of the six weeks students 
made floating devices out of their clothes. While 
treading water, students had to blow air into their 
shirts and pants so they could stay above the water.

Krefeld, "the city 
of silk and vel- 
v e t " , is in 
Nordchein- 
Westfallen, near 
Belgium and Hol- 
land.

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Colophon 

Kougar Pride, volume 27, was produced by the yearbook class at Kankakee valley High 
School in Wheatfield, IN and printed by Herff Jones yearbooks in Shawnee Mission, Kansas. The 
account was serviced by Herff Jones yearbook representative Susan "Awesome" Taylor and 
customer service advisor Julie Bogart. Editor, Amy Chester, developed the theme TOP QUALITY" 
with the help of Mrs. McKinney, CJE, Susan Taylor, and the staff, who realized how much quality 
effort is put into an education. The mini-theme ideas were created by Amy Chester and Angela 
Thomas who spent a night shopping for ideas at the local grocery store (Wheatfield Tysen's) in order 
to create the stamp-like effect of the theme. 

The cover was designed by Amy Chester with the help of Susan Taylor and drawn by a Herff 
Jones artist. The cover incorporated the use of ink on a leather bound backbone. 

The endsheets are printed on embosed paper. The books 200 pages are printed onembosed 
paper. The 1997 volume includes 28 full color pages. All body copy was set in l o point Americana 
and captions were set in 9 point Americana. Headlines were also in Americana. 

Kougar Pride was produced using three 6 1 oo 60 Power Macintoshs. Programs used included 
Aldus PageMaker 5.0, Herff Jones PageMaster 9.5, Microsoft works 4.0, Typestyler 2.0, and Laser 
Writer Select 360. Pictures were taken using the Pentax, K- 1 OOO, an automated Pentax and a Nikon. 

Five hundred copies were sold to l, 013 students at prices ranging from $37 to $41 
depending on the date of purchase. 

Kougar Pride is a member of the Indiana High School Press Association, the National
